faid my Guide, is the God Pharbus ; and the other Dei- 
ties will be here pretently. Don’t you obferve at a little 

Diftance below that fhining Deity, a venerable old 
Man, who holds the Reins of the Hoftfes.? That's 
Hercules; you may know him by his Fur, and his 
Olive-tree Club refting by his Side: Mind but his 
majeftick, and yet affable Countenance; ’tis he alone 
that has.piven King Priamus more Difturbance than 
all the others together ; but at the very Inftant, when 
he feem’d ready to ftick the finifhing Blow, he had 
the Moderation, to the great Amazement of all 
Olympu;, to fufpend his Heat and Indignation on a 
fudden, and with his own Hand, to put the Ne plus 
ultra to his Conquefts ; which he has limited in fuch 
a Manner, that ’tis a Queition to this very Day, 
whether the good King Priamus has not gain’d more 
than he has loft in a War which. threaten’d him with 
Deftruétion.’ 

A. mighty Noife of Trumpets, Fifes, Drums and 
Kettle Drums was heard on ovr Right, and foon after 
we faw King Priamus arriving with a Court both nu- 
merous and magnificent. He rode upon a white Nag 
fumptuoufly caparifon’d, with the beautiful Paris. by 
his Side, whofe Amours had contributed not a little to 
the War. After thefe two Princes, there came a Hero, 
advanced in Years, and bending under the Weight of 
Laurels which he had been gathering in the long Courfe 
of a laborious Life. He was fuch a Man as Nefor has 
been reprefented to me; and tho’ it was not Neflor, 
yet the Hero I am defcribing to you, was, perhaps, 
the more worthy Man. 

Turs martial Train was foor followed by another 
es fplendid. A Goddefs armed cap-a-pee, a Buck- 

leon her Arm, a Javelin in her Hand, riding in a 
Chariot drawn by Bears and Panthers, ftruck me with 
greater Admiration than any thing my Eyes had ever 
beheld. I was eager to know of my Interpreter the 
Meaning of all this extraordinary Pomp; which he ex- 
plained to me, as near as I can remember, in thele 
Words : 

‘ Tus armed Goddefs is Pallas, who, as I have 
‘ already told you, did fingly, and with an unparal- 
‘ lel’'d Zeal, efpoufe the Interefts of King Priamus, 
‘ againft his three formidable Adverfaries. The Demi- 
‘ God whom you fee by her Side, and whom the God- 
‘ defs fo gracioufly covers with her Shield cafed with 
* the Skin of Zgis, is Bellerophon, the famous Conque- 
‘ ror of the Monfter Chimera; tho’ with all his 
« Strength and Skill, he could never have come off in 
‘ fo dangerous an Enterprize without the Help of 
‘ Pallas, fince he had not only the Chimera to grapple 
‘ with, but a formidable Rival fecretly fupported by 
© Funo, Mars, and Phebus.” 

Very well, /aid J, but what new Company is that 
which I fee approaching with flow and folemn Pace on 
Ye Gods, whata ‘Train is there! 
What means that prodigious Peacdck by which the 
Lady is drawn inveloped in Clouds ? 

‘Ha! replied be, ‘tis the Goddefs Juno. She comes 
‘ tothe very agreeable Surprize of the Aflembly, who 
‘ did not expect her near fo foon. Mars too cannot 
‘ be far behind; for they were to arrive together. I 
« Jong to fee how théfe two Dieties will accott Hercules, 
‘ and efpecially the Goddefs, who never was a fincere 
« Friend to that Hero—Tho’ he fackled him a while at 
‘ her own Breafis, and tho’ he hel her dear Fafon 
‘ in the Conqueft of the famous Fleece, the Goddefs 
¢ can never forget certain Golden Apples which be- 
« longed to her, and which Hercules difpofed of in fa- 
‘ your of another, after he had gathered. them out of 
‘ her own Garden.” 

Wuire my Mythologift was talking, Juno arrived, 
and Mars accompanied her im another Chariot. By 
the Port and Majefty of this Goddefs, it was eafy to 
perceive that fhe could be no lefs than the Queen of the 
Gods. ‘The Splendor of her be mary and of all 
the Equi of her Retinue, poin er out very 
sia “4 be the Goddefs of Kingdoms aid of her 
Riches. Her dear ¥a/m triumphing, and adorned with 
the precious Fleece, fat by her Side ; and. het Chariot 
was conduéted by truity Argus, Fume’s ancient Favou- 


ae” né, who held the Reins of his own Chariot him- 
felf, was equally remarkable for his Attire and mar- 
tial Air, which characterized and diftinguifhed him from 
all the others. 
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Turse Gods, Goddefles and Heroes, with their 
Retinues, ranged themfelves in the Plain round the 
Temple ; and my Guide told me, that more were yet 
expected before the Ceremony began. I took that 
Opportunity to defire him to give mea mre diftinét 
Account of the Caufe and Progrefs of this var, which 
had divided fo many, and fuch formidable Potentates. 
* Wira all my Heart, faid be. Hitherto I have 

only given you fome Sketches of it, but now I will 
* let you into the Circumftances. of this famous Quar- 
* rel, in order to make you better acquainted with the 
* great Objects that furround yow, and to give you a 
* true Notion of what more you are to fee. I have 
* already mentioned to you the Defeat of the Monfter 
‘ Chimera by Bellerophon; that feems to have been 
* the tb goes of all the Difturbances which have hap- 
‘ pe . 

‘ Phebus having a Mind to cover his Buckler with 
* the Skin of that Beaft, as Pallas had done her’s with 
* the Skin of the Montter 2gis, fent one of his Cham- 
* pions againit Chimara, whom he foon came up with, 

and was belabouring the Monfter very heartily, when 
Bellerophon, inftigated by King Priamus, and protec- 
ted by the Shield of Pai/as called gis, arrived, and 
robbed him of the Conqueft which he had made fure 
of. Phebus being nettled at the Affront 


; ut upon 
his Champion, bent all his Force — King Pria. 
mus; and that his Revenge might be the more flam- 


ing and the more infallible, he drew into his Quarrel 
Juxoand Mars, who befides only wanted an Op- 
portunity to humble King Priamus. 

* Tue latter had acquired of Octes King of Colchis, 
that celebrated Foreft in which was the Golden Fleece ; 
but ‘Func, who was no longer upon Terms wich King 
Priamus, refolved to fet her well-beloved Ya/fn upon 
the Coriquelt of it. To this end fhe ordered trufty 
Argus to caufe the Ship Argo to be built, and to make 
every Thing ready for the Expedition. Hercules, as 
I faid before, contributed not a little to the Succefs of 
this Enterprize, and Mars fupported him with all his 
Power. The Wrath of the. Goddefs Juno was 
kindled to fuch a Degree, that not content with this, 
fhe demanded other Sacrifices from Priamu:, which 
made him quake with Fear; but what neither all his 
own Forces, nor even the Power of Pa//as, could pre- 
vent, was prevented by Jealoufy. Juno's Ambition 
rouzed an old Grudge in Hercules; a Milunderftand- 
ing arofe between Phebus, Mars, and this Goddefi, — 
ot which Priamus made his Advantage; and, by 
Degrees, Matters came to that happy Period which 
you fee them now brought to, and to which Themis 
-_ Afrea, as 1 before hinted, contributed not a 
ittie. 

Tue Poft juft going off, I am obliged to refer you 
for the reft of this magnificent Scene to another time. 
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Te Sequel of this important and ingenious Fable is 
continued in two other Letters, which fhall be the Sub- 
ject of future Papers, if we find this approved of.

He pre- 
vaficated fo much upon his Examination; and was in 
fuch Confufion ‘yring the whole Time, ttiat he contra- 
difted every Momerit what he faid before. A Pafs 
from Canterbury to Scotland was fourid upon him, and 
another fign’d by Col. Deveil, bedritig Date the 3d 
Unftant, to forward him to the North of England, was 
alfo found upon him, with fome Papers which difco- 
vefed him to be a great Cheat. He isa very tall, 
ftrong, tho’ thin Man, and had-on the light-coloured 
Coat, with Metal Buttons, by which, amongf. other 
Things, he was fo partitulatly defcritted and remarked. 
About 3 o’Clock in the Morning ‘he was committed to 
the Gatehoufe. for further’ Examination} and‘ a’ Man 
and Horfe were immediasely difpatched to Canterbury, 
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to bring up two Perfons who kaow the Villain very 
well, and, if he proves to be the Man, can pofitively 
{wear they faw him at Canterbury on the Day that hor- 
rid Fast was committed, which the Perfon now in 
Cuftody abfolutely denies, and pretends he was then in 
London. He is to be re-examined by Col. Deveil on 
Wednefday next, when it is hoped thofe Perfons from 
Canterbury will be prefent.
